On March 18 the Calgary 
Health Region (CHR) made a 
tragic announcement involving 
an error that contributed to the 
death of two patients who were 
in intensive care units (ICU’S) 
at the Foothills Medical Centre 
in Calgarv. 

Two critically ill patients, a 
middle aged man and a elderly 
female, whose names cannot be 
released, were receiving con¬ 
tinuous dialysis, a procedure 
only used in ICU’s, were inad¬ 
vertently dialyzed with a solu¬ 
tion that contained potassium 
chloride rather than sodium 
chloride. This was an error 
that occurred while the dialy¬ 
sis fluid was being prepared 
within Pharmacy Services. The 
remaining bags of dialysate in 
the 35 bag lot have been re¬ 
trieved. No other patients re¬ 
ceived dialysate from the same 
lot.

Twin brothers charged with 
attempted murder and aggra¬ 
vated assault after a 92-year- 
old Carstairs woman was at¬ 
tacked in her home on March 
3 remain in custody following 
separate court appearances last 
week. 

Stuart Morley Bell, 48, and 
his twin brother Kenneth Ross 
Bell made brief appearances be¬ 
fore Judge Bob Davie in 


Calgarv provincial court March 
17. 

Kenneth Bell was then back 
in court on March 19. During 
that session, the judge ordered 
him remanded in custody pend¬ 
ing a March 25 court date for a 
bail hearing and plea. 

Stuart Bell will be back in 
court on April 16, also for bail 
hearing and plea. 

Despite the separate court 
dates, the Crown plans to pros¬ 
ecute both men together, said 


lead Crown prosecutor 
George Combe. 

Alyce Francis, 92, says two 
men picked her up by the legs 
and dropped her head-first 
onto a floor in her Carstairs 
residence. She suffered neck 
and back injuries. 

Francis taught the Bell 
brothers many years ago 
when they were students in 
Carstairs. 

In an interview last week, 
Alyce Francis said she is still 


suffering from her injuries. 

“Today is one of the bad days,” 
said Francis, who says she has 
no idea why she was attacked. 

Prosecutor Combe has de¬ 
clined to say what the prosecu¬ 
tion believes could be the motive 
behind the incident. 

Didsbury RCMP Cpl. Conal 
Archer said Wednesday, “With re¬ 
gard to a motive and as to why 
these guys did this, 1 am not at 
liberty to discuss it yet because 
we are in the midst of our inves¬ 


tigation.” 

Because the alleged 
crimes were committed in 
Carstairs, the charges 
against the Bell brothers 
will be brought back to 
Didsbury provincial court 
after the April 16 court ap¬ 
pearance, said Combe. 

Neither men had entered 
pleas to the charges. 

Attempted murder carries 
a maximum sentence of life 
imprisonment.

Sundre man jailed lor attempted theft

An Alberta Environment 
Investigator has conducted 
several interviews in pur¬ 
suit of information concern¬ 
ing allegations of materials, 
possibly an old homestead or 
an unmarked grave, that 
were previously buried on 
land intended for the new 
county administration 
building. 

Sherri-Dawn Annett, 
spokesperson for Alberta 
Environment, said the in¬ 
vestigation has progressed 
as far as possible and they 
are now waiting for the 
ground to thaw so they can 
begin the actual dig. 

“From information the 
investigator has gathered. 
Mountain View County, 
around the 1970 era, buried 
the remains of an old home¬ 
stead,” said Annett. 

Alberta Environment has 
marked off an excavation 
area approximately 100 
yards long by 20 yards wide. 

“We will excavate once 
the area is thawed. Obvi¬ 
ously, once that happens we 
will be able to tell if that is, 
more or less, where to dig,”

said Annett. 

She said Mountain View 
County is working co-opera¬ 
tively to assist in the inves¬ 
tigation. 

“Right now it is just alle¬ 
gations until we have con¬ 
crete evidence of what is 
there.” 

“This all comes down to 
the fact the county is aware 
and are working pro-ac¬ 
tively. They will dig it up 
and Alberta Environment 
will be there to see what ac¬ 
tion is needed after that.” 

Annett said it was com¬ 
mon for counties and towns 
to bury waste prior to the 
1980’s. 

“We want to see what is 
in there and what affect this 
may have on the environ¬ 
ment. We can’t determine (if 
there was any wrong-doing) 
until we have concrete evi¬ 
dence in front of us,” said 
Annett. 

Tony Martens, assistant 
commissioner for Mountain 
View County, said this in¬ 
vestigation is not delaying 
the project. 

“Right now there is a con¬ 
cern something might be 
there and we need to find 


out what it is and if it needs 
to be removed,” he said. “We 
will be doing whatever we 
have to do to correct that 
site." 

According to Mountain 
View County records, a yard 
site on the property in¬ 
tended for the new county 
administration building, 
near the Olds/Didsbury Air¬ 
port, was cleaned up and 
items were buried. 

“When that old farm site 
was cleaned up there was a 
trench dug and there was 
some stuff from the site that 
was pushed in there, I don’t 
know what it was,” said 
Martens. 

He said allegations stat¬ 
ing there might be toxic sub¬ 
stances buried there are un¬ 
founded. Depending on what 
is found, some of it might be 
able to stay buried. 

“If it is wood or concrete it 
doesn’t have to be removed. If it 
is a tractor we would remove it. 
I don’t think the metal in the 
tractor is the issue, it may have 
a battery, or something like that, 
in it (that would have to be re¬ 
moved),” said Martens. He ex¬ 
pects the dig to happen in the 
near future.

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Towns asking Province for fair treatment

The Towns of Carstairs, 
Didsbury, and Olds are ask¬ 
ing the Province for fair 
treatment. 

For the tenth consecutive 
year the Province has ad¬ 
vised municipalities that the 
provincial mill rate for edu¬ 
cation taxes will be frozen 
at a level of 5.57 for residen¬ 
tial property and 8.17 for 
non-residential property - 
an announcement which lo¬ 
cal Towns aren’t happy 
about. 

The Town of Carstairs’ 
Acting CAO, Roy Brown, 
says that the Town of 
Carstairs will be adjusting 
their local mill rate this 
coming taxation year to en¬ 
sure that the amount people 
are paying in taxes doesn’t 
rise. 

The mill rate is the rate 
applied to property assess¬ 
ments to calculate taxes due, 
and on a Provincial level 
their mill rate is set by the 
ministries of finance, mu¬ 
nicipal affairs, and learning. 

For example the average 
assessment of properties is 
expected to rise this year, 
and if the mill rate isn’t re¬ 
duced to off set the rise in 
assessments taxpayers will 
actually be paying more in 
taxes. 

“Assessments are con¬ 
stantly going up, so for ex¬ 
ample in Carstairs the as¬ 
sessments were up approxi¬ 
mately 7.5 per cent. This 
means our residents will be 
sending 7.5 per cent more to 
Edmonton to pay for educa¬ 
tion at a time when the resi¬ 
dential taxpayer just cannot 
absorb any more tax in¬ 
creases,” Brown said. 

When property owners 
pay for taxes every year, a 
portion goes to the Province 
for education taxes - even 
though it appears that the 
Town is getting the money, 
they are actually just the 
collectors on behalf of the 
Province. 

Brown says that the Town 
of Carstairs - like Didsbury 
and Olds - are asking the 
Province to reduce their mill 
rates, because local taxpay¬ 
ers expect the local munici¬ 
palities to lower their mill 
rates, if possible. 

“Our position is that they 
(the Province) should be 
like the Towns and they 
should reduce costs, just 
like we have to in order to 
keep taxes down,” Brown 
said. 

According to the Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Asso¬ 
ciation (AUMA) between 
1992 and 2002, Alberta mu¬ 
nicipalities have seen; 

1. Provincial transfers to 
municipalities drop by 46 
per cent; 

2. Property taxes have in¬ 
creased by 72 per cent; 



3. “Own source” revenues 
increased by 61 percent; 

4. Today, “own source” 
revenues account for over 90 
per cent of municipal rev¬ 
enues, up from 78 per cent in 
1992. 

“The Province is con¬ 
stantly talking about the 
Federal government reduc¬ 
ing the transfers, but they 
have reduced their own 
transfers to municipalities 
by 46 per cent and we have 
no one else to turn to except 
for the local taxpayer,” 
Brown said. 

The Town of Didsbury’s 
Mayor Dorothy Moore, ech¬ 
oed the words of Brown, say¬ 
ing that something seriously 
needs to be done to reduce 
the Provincial mill rate. 

Moore says that local mu¬ 
nicipalities, like Didsbury, 
are hopeful that the Prov¬ 
ince will seriously consider 
lowering the education mill 
rate, because local taxpayers 
soon aren’t going to be able 
to be afford their property 
taxes. 

“The Province constantly 
downloads more and more respon¬ 
sibilities on municipalities, with¬ 
out any corresponding funding,” 
Moore said. 

Moore says that one example 


is the cost of policing for 
smaller municipalities, like 
Didsbury and Olds. 

For Didsbury, Moore 


says, they pay $446,000 for 
policing, which accounts for 
22 per cent of the Town’s 
budget. 


Moore is hopeful the gov¬ 
ernment will take over 
some of the policing costs, 
as well as ambulance costs 
which are currently the mu¬ 
nicipalities responsibilities, 
too. 

With rising financial re¬ 
sponsibilities - such as police 
and ambulance - other 
projects, like roads, are get¬ 
ting behind, Moore and 
Brown explained. 

According to the AUMA; 

1. Municipal capital fund¬ 
ing requirements in Alberta 
grew 109 per cent over the 
1990’s; 

2. There is a shortfall of 
about $670 million each year 
in infrastructure invest¬ 
ment in Alberta. Municipal 
taxes would have to increase 
to unprecedented levels to 
fund this deficit. This tax in¬ 
crease would not include 
costs to meet the demands of 
growth; 

3. About 50 per cent of Al¬ 
berta’s current infrastruc¬ 
ture inventory (buildings, 
local roads, water, sewer 
and sanitation) is built and 
maintained by municipal 
governments. 

The Town of Olds’ Deputy 
Mayor Terry Peterman says 
that Olds’ council is also in 
favor of seeing the Province 
reduce the education mill 
rate. 

“When we look at our assess¬ 
ment and we look at how much 
taxes we need, we adjust our mill 
rate down. If our assessment went 
up 10 per cent we don’t just keep 
our mill rate the same... we would 
just expect the Province to the do 
the same,” Peterman said. 

All three Town council’s have 
sent letters to the Province to 
show their support of having the 
education mill rate reduced. 


Appeal filed against County 
development application

Mountain View County 
Assistant Commissioner 
Tony Martens said an 
appeal against the Coun¬ 
ty’s development permit 
application to build a 
new administration 
building was received 
just hours before dead¬ 
line, March 12. 

The county applied for 
their development permit 
and advertised it for the 
legislated period of time, 
said Martens. 

“There was a 14 day 
appeal period that ended 


Friday (March 12) at 4 p.m. 
The appeal was received that 
afternoon from an adjacent 
landowner,” he said, 

The landowner filing the 
appeal is Dwayne Berreth. 

Martens said Berreth’s 
appeal was based on many 
concerns, such as: the 
amount of water the county 
would use for this new de¬ 
velopment and the effect it 
would have on the landown¬ 
er's water supply; noise dur¬ 
ing construction; extra traf¬ 
fic on the highway; an al¬ 
leged unsafe access road 
planned for the Bergen 
Road. 


Martens said the ap¬ 
peal hearing will be held 
April 2nd, 9 a.m. in 
council chambers. 

The county-appointed 
appeal board does not 
contain councillors and 
is chaired by Dave 
Smith. Martens said 
members of the Appeal 
Board are rotated for 
different hearings and 
Herman Epp, former 
county commissioner, 
who is presently an Ap¬ 
peal Board member, will 
not be sitting in on this 
hearing.

Government’s further response to 


Commission on Learning report

The Government of Al¬ 
berta is committed to main¬ 
taining a world-class learn¬ 
ing system and is working 
with stakeholders across 
the province to ensure the 
focus remains on what is 
best for Alberta students. 

After thorough review 
and consultation, govern¬ 
ment has responded to more 
of the recommendations put 
forth by Alberta’s Commis¬ 
sion on Learning last fall. 
Highlights of the latest re¬ 
view include: 

• improved sharing of ef¬ 
fective practices between 
charter schools and other 
schools, while maintaining 
the ability to issue more 
charters as required: 

• a new teacher practice 
review process to deal with 
teachers whose competence 
is questionable, monitored 
by the Alberta Teacher’s As¬ 
sociation with respect to its 
own members, and modelled 
after similar processes in 
other professional associa¬ 


tions; 

• retention of the Board of 
Reference to hear other em¬ 
ployment issues; 

• a new voluntary profes¬ 
sional council for principals 
and vice-principals, while al¬ 
lowing them to remain full 
members in the ATA; 

• expansion of professional 
responsibilities for teachers 
to include curriculum devel¬ 
opment, marking of provin¬ 
cial exams, and supervision 
of student teachers; and 

• maintaining the ATA as 
a single organization respon¬ 
sible for professional services 
and collective bargaining for 
teachers, but allowing certi¬ 
fied central office staff who 
are not included in the collec¬ 
tive agreement to decide for 
themselves whether they 
wish to be members of the 
ATA. 

The Commission originally 
presented 95 recommenda¬ 
tions. 

Work is already underway 
to act on 84 recommenda¬ 
tions for which government 
announced its support in De¬ 


cember 2003. Government 
continues to work with edu¬ 
cation organizations, parents, 
teachers, and other partners 
to take action on some of 
those recommendations, in¬ 
cluding: 

• the introduction of struc¬ 
tured daily physical activity 
for students; 

• enhanced second-lan¬ 
guage learning; and 

• additional supports for 
aboriginal students. 

Government will continue 
to review recommendations 
related to collective bargain¬ 
ing issues and establish new 
junior and all-day Kindergar¬ 
ten programs. 

Government’s considera¬ 
tion of and response to the 
Learning Commission’s re¬ 
port is part of an on-going ef¬ 
fort to build on our already 
excellent learning system and 
meet head-on the challenges 
and opportunities that lie 
ahead. 

I look forward to receiving 
input from you on how we can 
make our system even 
stronger.

The two-page ad recently 
placed by Mountain View 
County in the Mountain View 
County news is an interesting 
study in contradictions and an 
indication of the “orwellian” 
nature of parts of the Municipal 
Government Act. 

The County Council implies 
in this ad, that they are respon¬ 
sive and responsible to the elec¬ 
torate, yet in the same message 
there is a clear inditement of 
their past actions. They admit 
that they haven’t been good 
caretakers of the existing 
County administration building 
and that they didn’t do due dili¬ 
gence on the site selection for 
the proposed new administra¬ 
tion building. 

However, if you dig further 
into the significance of the 
Court’s decision regarding the 
petition mentioned in the ad, 
there is an important observa¬ 
tion to be made. This decision of 
the court was regarding the va¬ 
lidity of the petition to restrict 
the spending of the County un¬ 
til the next election. You’ll dis¬ 
cover that there is a serious limi¬ 
tation on the ability of the elec¬ 
tors to petition against an action 
of a municipal council. 

Beginning in 1994, the Act 
was amended to effectively 
quash any appeal (petition) to 
an action of a municipal council 
except within a short time win¬ 
dow of 60 days after the bylaw 
or resolution is passed. Beyond 
the above 60 day provision, in 
Section 232(2) of the Act, it says 
no petition is possible regarding 
an amendment or repeal of a by¬ 
law or resolution concerning the 
financial administration, assess¬ 
ment of property, taxation and 
planning and development. 

There is growing concern 
across the Province that we have 
lost the opportunity to make our 
elected officials and their ad¬ 
ministrators more accountable 
for their actions. For instance, in 
Section 236 (2) of the Act, it says 
that a vote of the electors on a 
question, voted upon by the elec¬ 
tors. does not bind the munici¬ 
pal council. When you couple 
this provision with that of Sec¬ 
tion 232 (2) of the Act, you have 
a formula for protecting the in¬ 
competence, avarice and greed of 
Councils. Since moral suasion 
doesn’t seem to work with 
Councils, there is little recourse 
for the electorate to challenge 
councils on these important gov¬ 
ernance matters.

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A lot can happen in 80-years: Marge St. Clair

Eighty-year-old Marge St. 
Clair has always worked hard 
at looking after others and 
putting others above her own 
needs. 

Her love for people and her 
fascination for sports has made 
Marge one of the most well- 
known people in the area. 
That, and of course writing a 
newspaper column for the past 
25 years in area papers - includ¬ 
ing this one, has helped build 
her fame, and by chance she 
even won a small fortune a few 
years back. 

Marge is the middle child out 
of a family of seven. She, and 
her siblings, were born and 
raised on a family farm near 
Westerdale. 

“We always had lots of 
chores to do,” recalled Marge 
who now resides full-time in 
Didsbury. “There was always 
lots of wood to chop, lots of 
potato’s to dig, and lots of ani¬ 
mals to get fed.” 
j Marge recalled her childhood 
of being full of lots of singing, 
lots of card games, and a lot of 
love between her and her fam¬ 
ily members. 

A very memorable part to 
Marge’s childhood was when 
Wilf Carter, a country singer, 
would often ride past their 
homestead singing and whis¬ 
tling on his horse. He would 
always stop by Marge’s house, 
where her and her siblings 
would meet Wilf at the end of 
the driveway and visit with 
him on his way by their home. 

Marge and one of her sisters 
started their schooling off at a 
small school about two miles 
from their home which they 
rode horseback to each and 
every day. In grade 9 both 
Marge and her sister attended 
school in Didsbury, and after 
grade 9 Marge’s sister moved 
to Calgary where she attended 
business college. Marge moved 
on to finish her schooling in 
Olds. 

Upon graduation Marge was 
just 17-years-old, which was too 
young to start teaching school, 
but fortunately her father had 
the “right connections.” 

“My Dad got permission for 
me to go to normal school 
(teaching school), but that was 
the year they had the polio 
breakout, so I couldn’t go,” 
Marge explained, adding that 
she never really wanted to be a 
teacher anyhow - but her father 
wanted her to be. 

So, rather than going to 
teaching school Marge headed 
up to Olds where she worked 
at Ralph’s Cafe and later took 
a job at Purvish-Rash Electric 
where she learned how to run 
the business from the ground 
up. 

“I learned how to fix toast¬ 


ers, stoves, just about every¬ 
thing you can think of,” Marge 
said. 

That same year, when Marge 
turned 18, is when she figured 
out her favorite sport to play - 
ladies fastball. 

Marge joined a fastball team, 
of which was part of the 
Calgary league, and her and 
her team played all over from 
Calgary to Crossfield to Sundre 
to Olds. Marge’s youngest sis¬ 
ter who worked at the local 
bakery at the time also played 
ball with Marge and her team 
mates. 

Marge got married in 1948, 
and her and her husband moved 
to a farm east of Olds, and they 
lived there while the fourlane 
highway 2 was being built. 

“We lived on the four lane 
highway and watched it get 
built. It ended up taking half 
our front yard away,” Marge 
recalled. 

Marge and her husband had 
three children - all girls. Their 
names are Rita, Pamela, and 
Sandra. All three of Marge’s 
children were bussed into 
Didsbury where they graduated 
high school, before moving on 
with their lives. 

“During all of this we kept 
playing ball,” Marge explained. 
“Rita (my daughter) was 13- 
years-old and was playing on 
the same team as I was.” 

Marge’s team played so well 
that they made it to the Pro¬ 
vincial ‘B‘ Finals where they 
captured first place. 

A few years after Marge’s 


children were grown up she 
moved to Edmonton where she 
accepted a job at the Petroleum 
Club, and eventually moved on 
to work for Old Dutch Foods, and 
finally her last posting was at the 
Pan American Restaurant, 
which was eventually sold after 
Marge left and turned into a 
Phil’s restaurant. 

This restaurant was near 
what is now Kingsway Mall in 
Edmonton. 

“I came home to visit my 
parents in 1974. My Dad could 
no longer farm and I came 
home to see them.” 

Marge’s parents were aging 
and she felt that the responsi¬ 
ble thing to do, as her parents 
daughter, was to come back to 
Didsbury and tend to her par¬ 
ents - which she did. 

In 1974 Marge came back to 
Didsbury, where she moved in 
with her parents. 

In between tending to her 
parents needs she also worked 
at the Didsbury Auxiliary Hos¬ 
pital to pay the bills. 

When Marge and her mother 
took a trip to the United States 
to visit family in 1978 - four 
years after Marge moved home, 
they received a sad phone call 
from family members informing 
them that Marge’s father had 
passed away. 

Marge and her mother re¬ 
turned to Didsbury for the fu¬ 
neral. 

“After the service was over I 
said, ‘I am not leaving ever 
again,’” Marge said, but says 
that her and her Mom ended up 


taking a few more trips down 
south to visit family. 

Back in 1979 the resident 
who had been providing weekly 
updates to the newspaper de¬ 
cided it was time to take a 
break for a month - but Marge 
refused to let the people in the 
community be without coming 
events news for a whole month. 

“I said, ‘We can’t go a whole 
month without this write-up,”’ 
Marge recalled. “So, I volun¬ 
teered and I started writing the 
column.” 

The job eventually became 
Marge’s full-time because the 
person who she was filling in 
for never wanted the job back. 
Marge happily agreed and has 
enjoyed every moment of writ¬ 
ing her column. 

“I called it, “In and around 
Didsbury,” just like I call it to¬ 
day,” she said. 

At the time Marge was just 
submitting her articles to the 
local Didsbury and Crossfield 
newspaper, and eventually she 
started submitting to the 
Carstairs newspaper, when it 
opened. 

“Every Friday I would load 
Mom into the car and take the 
column down to Crossfield,” 
she said. 

With the inventions of comput¬ 
ers and typewriters over the years, 
Marge hasn’t ever wanted to use 
one - she always wrote the col¬ 
umns by hand out each and every 
week for the iirea newspapers. 

"I have written it longhand all 
these years,” she said, explaining 
that once fax machines became 


easy to access she no longer had 
to drive her columns to the differ¬ 
ent papers, but now she can just 
fax them out. 

And, let’s not forget about 
fastball. All of these years, even 
while caring for her mother, 
Marge would go around to the 
different ball games in the area 
and cheer on the local ball teams. 
If there was a game, you could 
almost guarantee that Marge 
would be in the audience cheering 
on the local team. 

“We went everywhere to watch 
the teams,” Marge said. 

During this time, Marge was 
still working at the Auxiliary 
Hospital when she got a surprise. 
One day, while she was on shift 
there was a small concert held for 
the people in the auxiliary hospi¬ 
tal, and the staff also attended - 
as well as Marge’s mother and 
daughter. 

Wilf Carter, who Marge met 
years before when he would ride 
past her families farm, was at the 
hospital singing and it just made 
Marge’s day. 

Wilf sang the song, ‘There’s a 
love knot in my lariat,’ - which 
Marge would always sing, al¬ 
though her daughter never 
thought it was really a famous 
song. 

“You should have seen the look 
on her (my daughter’s) face - it 
was priceless when Wilf started 
singing that song,” Marge re¬ 
called. 

In the early 80’s Marge decided 
to get involved in a winter sport, 
curling.

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At The 
Kitchen 
Table

My husband was scanning some Auction Sale ads this week 
when he found a very unusual item, wood frame well driller on 
steel wheels. “ Look at this,” he said “do you think it could be 
like the one your dad had?” 

I have looked for years for a well driller like Dad had, I have 
certainly never seen one for sale and I have never seen one at a 
museum either. There are lots of museums that 1 have not ex¬ 
plored but Stan Reynolds is maybe the biggest machinery mu¬ 
seum in Canada and he doesn’t have one. I phoned the home 
number on the sale bill and this one, though old and probably 
deserving of a place in a museum, was engine powered and 
punched rather than bored the hole so it’s not like Dad’s ei¬ 
ther. 

I remember the machine very well, but I was a little kid and 
the actual mechanics did not impress me as much as the over¬ 
all image. As a teenager, my brother Ronny had spent a couple 
of summers helping Dad drill wells so he knew exactly how the 
machine worked. I phoned Ronny for some technical help. These 
are his words. 

“The well boring machine was essentially a great big post 
hole auger that was run by horse power. It made a 2 foot diam¬ 
eter hole and we also had 18 inch and 12 inch buckets that 
could be used if necessary. A 5 foot diameter bull gear was bolted 
to the wagon bed and to this a wooden derrick was held in place 
by rollers and guides. A single pinion gear meshed with the 
bull gear and as the horse turned the table and derrick the 
pinion provided power to the cable drum. A series of rods deliv¬ 
ered the power to turn the bucket. When the bucket was full, a 
clutch engaged the pinion shaft which in turn raised the bucket 
to the top of the derrick. The bucket was then swung clear of 
the platform by a yardarm where it was opened allowing the 
earth to fall out. The process was reversed, bucket closed, swung 
over platform and lowered into the hole. The horse went round 
and round to fill the bucket again. The horses became very smart 
and learned the limit the drill pipes could stand. They would 
stop and look over at Dad as if to say, “that’s it.” 

The horse responded to voice command and if Dad asked 
them to pull more it would often result in serious breakage 
when the drill pipes recoiled. 

Most of the wells that Dad dug were in the 40 foot range. 
The deepest was 90 feet and on that one the bucket brought up 
clam and snail shells. He charged a dollar a foot, no water, no 
charge. Often someone had to be sent down to dig a rock. Then 
Dad would replace the bucket with a step and using a hand 
brake lower a man into the well. If water was coming into the 
well so that you could not work down there then he would have 
to use dynamite. The dynamite would be attached to a pole, lit, 
plunged into the well and then you ran like Hell. 

Spruce cribbing was made in 12 foot sections, rolled into a 
kind of culvert and lowered into the well. The top 12 feet of 
cribbing was usually made of 3 foot sections of cement culvert. 

Sometimes we made a well in a day, sometimes it took a week 
depending on soil conditions. Dad probably drilled between 75 
and 100 wells.” 

To save travelling time Dad would set it up so that he had 
four or five wells in one area. He would sometimes be gone for 
several days or even weeks. Then would come an evening when 
the old dog would rise from his spot on the porch and start pur¬ 
posefully for the road. In a few minutes we would see the top of 
the derrick against the evening sky and then the horses Bob 
and Prince, and Dad waving cheerfully, glad to be home. 

I have no idea what became of the well drilling machine. 
I hope it didn’t just rot away in some fence corner, mean¬ 
while it is the main reason that I always want to stop at 
pioneer museums.

Through these tragedies, 
the couple has accumulated 
debt, as Wayne was unable to 
work, and had to move in with 
his parents along with their 
daughter Montanna, who is 
eight years old. 

They could not afford to be 
on their own while going 
through Wayne’s medical 
problems. 

Since both have been un¬ 
able to work for a period of 
time it has left them in finan¬ 
cial difficulties. 

Zion Evangelical Mission¬ 
ary Church and Redeemer 
Lutheran Church have 
partnered up to put this cook¬ 
off together. It will be held in 
the Zion Church gym at 12 
p.m. 

“This is a community ef¬ 
fort,” said organizer Jack 
Feenstra. “Hopefully the com¬ 
munity will come out.”

This program, a 
Canada Prenatal Nutri¬ 
tion Program, is designed 
to provide at-risk preg¬ 
nant women with food 
and nutrition supple¬ 
ments, counselling, sup¬ 
port, education and con¬ 
nect them to other com¬ 
munity services. 

Women can receive 
services until the baby is 
nine months old, if the 
women choose to breast¬ 
feed. 

“We are here to assist 
families through preg¬ 
nancy,” said May 
Rostecki-Budzey, GO co¬ 
ordinator. "We look at 
health, social, and nutri¬ 
tional factors.” 

GO came to Didsbury 
in December of 1998. 

Health Canada funds the 
program with the help of 
the Health Region. There 
are six intended outcomes 
of the service, the first one 
is to increase the number 
of babies born over 2500 
grams (5 lbs, 8 oz.). The 
second intended outcome 
is improved health of preg¬ 
nant women, including 
the ability to manage 
stress and reduce negative 
effects to mother and in¬ 
fant due to substance 
abuse. Another intended 
outcome is increased part¬ 
nership and collaboration 
among at-risk pregnant 
wom^n, families, commu- 
nity^groups, nutrition¬ 
ists. Jtealth professionals 
and governments. Other 
intended outcomes are, to 
increase the number of 
mothers breast-feeding 
and increase the length of 
time they breast-feed for, 
improve knowledge 
among at-risk pregnant 
women about pregnancy, 
and increased empower¬ 
ment to make healthy 
lifestyle choices. 

GO offers women a 
number of program sup¬ 
plements such as the food 
hamper program. GO re¬ 
cently partnered up with 
the Home Schooling As¬ 
sociation (HSA), and 
HSA is now responsible 
for grocery shopping for 
the hampers and the de¬ 
livery of them to the fami¬ 
lies. 

“It teaches these 
schoolers to shop on a 
budget and to pick nutri¬ 
tional choices,” said 
Didsbury GO nurse Ruth 
Weins. “They go twice a 
month.”

Weather stick offers unbeatable predictions

What kind of day is it out 
there? It’s a question we ask 
ourselves every day. Yet despite 
our contemporary means of ac¬ 
quiring information about the 
daily forecast (television and 
radio ) many of us still find our¬ 
selves tricked by the occasional 
unpredicted bout of bad 
weather. 

Not so, apparently, if you 
possess the tried and true 
method local resident Marge 
St. Clair has come to rely upon. 

It’s called a Weather Stick 
and has - according to St. Clair 
- yet to deliver a false forecast. 
“My daughter gave it to me for 


Christmas one year and I look at 
it every morning when I open my 
front drapes before I plan my 

day.” 

The Weather Stick. St. Clair 
explains, is actually a small tree 
branch collected from the woods 
of northern Ontario. “It’s only 
about two feet long and not very 
big around, but it really packs a 
punch.” 

As it turns out, residents in 
that part of Ontario have appar¬ 
ently been using the device for 
the past 500 years to predict the 
weather. 

“This is how it works...when 
the stick is standing straight out, 


the weather will be bad, but 
when the stick is standing 
straight up. the weather will be 
good...but you have to have it 
mounted properly on either the 
west or south side of your home 
without obstruction from trees 
or bushes,” St. Clair explains. 
“It needs open air and sunshine 
to work...” 

St. Clair says the Weather 
Stick has been useful this year 
in predicting cold snaps and 
Chinooks with great accuracy. 
“It predicted that bout of cold 
weather we had here not too 
long ago...the weather was still 
warm and sunny, but the stick 


was standing straight out and I 
knew we were in for a good 
one...” 

St. Clair’s Weather Stick pre¬ 
dictions are beginning to catch 
on with others in the commu¬ 
nity. 

“I have people ask me on a 
daily basis what my weather 
stick is reading and even people 
go by the house to check it out...I 
guess it’s better than relying on 
the news.” 

Weather Stick aside, St. Clair 
has just one other device she 
uses to predict the forecast. 
“When my knee goes out, I know 
we’re in for a change...”

More than 2,000 members 
of the Canadian Forces will 
arrive in Kabul, Afghanistan 
early in February for six- 
month mission as part of the 
United Nations- m a n d a t e d 
International Security As¬ 
sistance Force. 

The troops, most of whom 
come from the Royal 22nd 
Regiment (the Van Doos) 
based at Valcartier, Quebec, 
replace the original Cana¬ 
dian contingent which was 
largely made up of troops 
from the Royal Canadian 
Regiment from Petawawa, 
Ontario. 

Canada’s commitment to 
Afghanistan involves a coor¬ 
dinated approach that brings 
together the three arms of 
Canadian foreign policy: de¬ 
fence, diplomacy and devel¬ 
opment. The two main objec¬ 
tives are security and recon¬ 
struction. 

People here at home can 
show their support for the 


Canadian Forces in Afghani¬ 
stan by posting greetings on 
an electronic message board 
on the Forces web site at 
www.forces.gc.ab (follow the 
link to “write to the 
Troops”). 

Almost 19,000 messages 
have been posted on “Write 
to the Troops” since it was 
started in 2002, and 1,900 of 
those were from Alberta. 

The messages can be read 
by anyone visiting the Forces 
web site. 

The message board is very 
popular with the deployed 
troops, who have Internet ac¬ 
cess at their camps. “Every 
one of those e-mails that I 
read touched my heart and 
made me drive on with my 
mission.” said Chief Warrant 
Officer Alain Coineau of the 
Edmonton-based Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry after coming back to 
Canada from his 2002 tour in 
Afghanistan.

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QUESTION: What kind of treatment is available for atten¬ 
tion deficit disorder? 

DR. DOBSON: Treatment involves a range of factors, be¬ 
ginning with education. The adult with ADD is often greatly 
relieved to learn that he or she has an identifiable, treatable 
condition. Dr. Robert Reid from the University of Nebraska calls 
it the “label of forgiveness.” He said, “The kid’s problems are 
not his parents’ fault, not the teacher’s fault, not the kid’s 
fault.” That is good news to the person who has been told all 
his life that he’s dumb, stupid, lazy, obnoxious and disruptive. 

The first step in rebuilding the self-concept of an adult is to 
get an understanding of the forces operating within. My advice 
to that individual and to his family is to “read, read, read!” 
One helpful book for laymen is “Driven to Distraction” ($14, 
Touchstone) by Edward Hallowell, M.D., and John Ratey, M.D. 
An excellent set of cassette tapes by these authors is also avail¬ 
able. Another well-written book by a Christian psychologist is 
“The Hyperactive Child” (Chariot Victor) by Grant Martin, 
PhD. 

The second step is to teach the ADD person, especially those 
who are adults, to minimize his or her distractibility and 
impulsivity. They can learn to use “to-do” lists, daily calendars, 
schedules and written plans. “It ain’t easy,” as they say, but it 
can be done. 

The third step is to secure the assistance of what Hallowed 
and Ratey cad “a coach.” A knowledgeable friend is needed to 
stand nearby with a whistle — offering encouragement, point¬ 
ing out mistakes, teaching and modifying behavior. If a wise 
instructor can teach a novice to play tennis or golf, a caring 
coach can help a person with ADD learn to behave in more 
successful ways. 

In regard to children, a knowledgeable professional is needed 
to advise and encourage parents who are often bewildered and 
frustrated by behavior they neither control nor understand. 

Finally, there are the considerable benefits to the use of pre¬ 
scription drugs for both children and adults. Approximately 
70 percent of ADD patients benefit from appropriate medica¬ 
tion. Surprisingly, certain stimulants are often effective in help¬ 
ing ADD children — including those who are hyperactive. No 
one knows exactly how they work, but they probably affect the 
electrochemical processes in frontal lobes of the brain that regu¬ 
late behavior. The most commonly prescribed drug is Ritalin, 
although some patients do better on Dexedrine or Cylert. In 
some instances, these substances have a remarkably positive 
effect. 

QUESTION: What can we as parents do to improve public 
schools in our area? 

DR. DOBSON: Most educators know that parental involve¬ 
ment is absolutely critical to what public schools are trying to 
do. Others — fortunately, not the majority — see themselves 
as professionals who resent parental interference. We should 
never accede to that idea. Parents are ultimately responsible 
for the education of their kids and they should not surrender 
that authority. Educators are their employees, paid with tax 
dollars, and are accountable to the school-board members whom 
parents elect. The best schools are those with the greatest pa¬ 
rental involvement and support. 

With that understanding, let me urge you to visit your child’s 
school to answer questions of interest to you. Does the staff 
understand the necessity for structure, respect and discipline 
in the classroom? If so, why don’t you call your child’s teacher 
and the principal and express your appreciation to them? They 
could use a pat on the back. Tell them you stand ready to assist 
in carrying out their important mission. 

If your school system is not so oriented, get involved to help 
turn the tide. Meet with parent groups. Join the PTA. Review 
the textbooks. Work for the election of school-board members 
who believe in traditional values and academic excellence. Let 
me say it again: Schools function best when the time-honored 
principles of local control by parents prevails. And I believe it 
is making a comeback!
